WATER  SUPPLL 

with  few  exception  water  is  supplied  throughout  the 
district  by  the  Tees  Valley  Water  Board  and  the  Iiartlepools 
Water  ^oard. 

At  all  times  the  quaM  tjr  of  the  water  was  satisfactory, 
but  the  pressure  in  the  Grindon,  Carlton,  Redmar shall  and 
Whit ton  parishes  was  barely  sufficient  for  the  household 
needs.  This  insufficiency  is  being  dealt  with  by  the  Council 
and  the  Tees  Valley  Water  Board. 

HOUSING 

During  the  year  only  four  bungalows  were  built  by  the 
Council  at  Stillington  in  the  parish  of  Whitton#  Private

A  total  of  21*+  manholes  throughout  the  district  were 
baited  and  lb-  takes  were  recorded. 

Maintainence  treatment  was  continued  in  the  areas  where 

baits  wore  token. 

The  Councils  refuse  tips  at  Phi t ton ,  Newton  Bewley  and 
Eggleseliffe  were  baited  throughout  the  year,  and  the  results 
showed  only  minor  infestation. 

A  number  of  private  premises  were  visited  after  requests 

by  owners. 

SEWERS  AND  SEwAUE 

There  were  five  conversions  on  the  water  carriage  system 
at  Greatham. 

Choked  drains  on  the  Councils  Housing  Estates  and  at 
private  houses  were  cleaned. 

All  the  sewage  disposal  works  functioned  satisfactory 
throughout  the  year.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING 

The  collection  of  refuse  throughout  the  district  was 
carried  out  by  Council1 s  own  workmen  and  the  purchase  of  a 
new  refuse  wagon  helped  in  providing  a  satisfactory  service.
